street spaces that may happen to 
be temporarily vacated by their 
regular users whose immunity to 
legal prosecution rests in their 
out-of-town license plates. 

Illegal parking can be expensive 
for the local student, hmever. 
Since no one really kiiowt how 
many students fail to find con- 
venient parking places on any 
given day, Walt’s group might at- 
tempt to determine th^true mag- 
nitude of the problem. 

“We need tome more student 
parking desperately," wrote War- 
ren Ballew in a recent letter to 
the editors. The University pro- 
vides approximately 700 spaces for 
students at 30 cents per day, whUe 
most city colleges In similar cir- 
cumstances provide none at all. 

University Business Manager 
John ' C Einblnder commented, 
"We are aware of tbit problem. 
We are looking into it now. We 
are providing what we can." Mr. 
Einblnder noted that before 19G0 
the University provided only limit- 
ed faculty-parking facilities. Stu- 
dent lot No. one was opened in 
1960, and lot No. two was opened 
in I960. Mr. Einblnder pointed out 
that parking provided ^ the Uni- 
versity it "a privilege — a fringe 
benefit, not a right." 

Finding additional parking areas 
it not a simple problem. John Zier, 
assistant to the Business Manager, 
observed' that the University does 
lease much land to commercial 
parking lots, but the leases were 
made prior to the time when park- 
ing was a problem for the Uni- 
versity, and the University can do 
nothfaw with the land until the 
leased terminate. Furthermore, 
some of the land is in small sec- 
tions adjacent to commerically- 
owned property, and would be of 
little practical value' to the Uni- 
versity for student parking. 

The parking problem is relative- 
ly new, but baa been a matter for 
ooncem for several years. In IBSO, 
plant were proposed for a six-story 
parking glfrage costing 9500,000. 
’This would have been a costly ao- 
lution, at Monroe Hall was built 
for only 9400,000. 


Council Approves 
Referendum Vote 
On Activities Fee

• THE, STUDENT COUNCIL VOTED Wednesday night to 
abolish street demonstrations from the election campaign 
proceedlngB, and to submit the question of the Activities Fee 
to a r^erendum in the upcoming elections. , 

The demonstrations, which were eliminated when Presi- 
dent Don Ardell broka a tied — 


vote, were dropped because of 
complaints that they disrupted 
classes. Tha Council is encourag- 
ing the use of Woodhull House 
and available empty classrooms 
for the establishment of campaign 
forums to replace the raucut 
■street demohstraUans. (See elec- 
tion rules. Page 3.) 

The change 'was protested by 
Program Director John Ransom, 
who insisted that although the de- 
monstrations are a big show, they 
are as essential as the rally func- 
tion in national political conven- 
ttons. 

The Activities Fee was placed 
on the referendum by the Coun- 
cil, but they did not recant on 
their past rejection of a petition 
asking them to do so. Advocate 
Bob Alethire said that the Coun- 
cil did not accept the petition be- 
cause it was iliegal. but that the 
Student Council could place the 
14su* oa the ballot by He own 
power, K- M wished to. 

Irrefutsble Maadate 

Supporting hit motion to sub- 
mit the Fee to referendum. Treas- 
urer Woody Bentley said, "If It 
is passed it will give the Trustees 
a mandate they can't refuse.” 

The Council alto battled over 
another point in the election rules, 
the imposition of a 925 limit on 
campal^ expenditures. The limit 
was maintained although it was 
attacked by Publicity Director 
Paid Schwab as an "unrealistic 
assumption.” 

He suggested either eliminating 
all limits oq expenditures or Ax- 
ing the limit at 925 or four cents 
per vote cast for the ofBce at the 
last, election. He favored abolish- 
ment of -the limit sim^ students 
could "get at;pund” the nominal 
fee of 925 anyway, and he denied 
Ateshire’s statement that candi- 
dates should be elected on their 
qualiScations and platform and 
not their advertising campaign. 


He asserted that to believe that 
candidates are elected on their 
qualifications was unrealistic. 

Aleshlre responded to Schwab’s 
proposal by defending the limit 
as the only way to provide an 
equalizer to that students who 
could not afford to spend a great 
deal of money on an election cam- 
paign would still be able to nm. 
Without the limit, he said, can- 
didates with enough money to 
spend on an effective campaign 
could "buy their office.’' He also

iMeflvIfies Fee Referendum . . . 

• THE FIRST STEP was taken when the Student CauncU 
pawed and recommended the Activities Fee to the administra- 
tion. The big test for this year’s student leaders will come 
during the Activities Fee referendum to be held in conjunc- 
tion with Student Council elections, Feb. 6 and 7. 

The elimination of the shabby performance connected 
with street demonstrations_will require their replacement by 
9 det, sincere discussion of the Issues. Our first February elec- 
tions received a- built-in issue Wednesday night when'the 
Student Council reversed itself, acknowledged student de- 
wands, and scheduled a referendum on the Activities Fee issue. 

The entire Student Coimdl with the exception of the 
■ngineering School represoitative is committed to active sup- 
'0ort of the fee, which is undoubtedly its most Important action 
this year. The fee itpelf is long overdue. In essence, the Activi- 
ties Fee proposal means only that the hidden cost of student 
activities would be taken out of tultloo payments, and a single 
open source of funds for student acti^ties would be estab- 
lished. It wiH effect only full-ttme undergraduate students, and 
they will be the only ones allowed to vote in the referendum. 
However, because the fee means an addtional cost of $10 a 
semester, its benefits will have to be sold to the students, and 
the present Council, which worked out the fee in cooperation 
with University officials, is primarily responsible for the selling

The present program, supported 
entirely by the Naval Medical 
Center for the benefit of hospital 
employees, grew out of a course 
in general psychology which Dr. 
Johnson taught in the spring of 
IMl. 

“There-were no drop-outs, no 
make-ups and we received about 
100 appreciative letters after- 
wards. I guess that’s what per- 
suaded the Navy to attempt this 
special course,” Dr. Johnson said. 

The present course Is particu- 
larly designed tor hospital em- 
ployees and patients, although it 
touches on most of the funda- 
mental tenets of human adjust- 
ment In any situation. An Intro-' 
ductlon to the course explains 
"For you as' a hospital worker, 
the course atms^ 

"1-To help you understand the 
patient in the hospital . . . 

"2-To Increase your knowledge 
of yourself ... for the attain- 
ment of maximum ifilciency, . . . 
ment of maximum efficiency, . , . 
from your Job. and maintaining a 
good psychological adjustment . . 

“3-To Inform you about the ba- 
sis for satisfactory group Inter- 
actions as they affect your work- 
ing relatkHuhips . . , 

"4-To help you appreciate the 
psychological factors involved In 
both physical and mental health." 

"In hospitals, where all kinds 
of services are provided," Dr. 
Johnson explained, "there are 
many people who learn their own 
particniar specialties, and very 
few hay* experience In dealing 
with the psychological needs of 
other people. You can't treat a 
patient Just as an electrocardlo- 
gram patient, or a cancer patient 
—you have to treat the whole 
patient. 

“You have to remember that 
every person has four Important 
aspetde— he is more or less In- 
telligent, more or leas social, more 
or ,leas emotional, and more or 
leas psychological. The course 
aims at the Interacdbn of Ifiese 
factors in a hospital setting, or 
any setting." 

The program is presented from 
12:13 to 13:45 every Monday,. 
Wednesday, and Friday after- 
noona, and is re-broadcast the fol- 
lowing week on Tuesday, Wednes- 
day, and Thursday morniiigs from 
8:30 to 9:00. It Is shown through- 


out the entire Medical and Dental 
T.V. Project closed-circuit net- 
work which includes Walter Reed 
Army Hospital, the base hospiUls 
at Andrews Air Force Base, Ft.

As a side result, she has been 
asked to contribute to community 
needs as a lecturer, adviser, and 
discussion leader. She served on 
the panel of Judges for the Miss 
Teenage Washit)gton contest, and 
has appeared frequently on both 
radio and television programs and 
discussions dealing with paycho- 
logicBl topics.

All this comes to about a 70-80 
hour work week. The Hospital 
course alone requires about 13 
hours of preparation since there 
is no text and the lectures have 
to be adapted to television de- 
livery style.

"Getting it down on paper Is 
only the first step. Next it has to 
be written tq fit the time limit, 
and then to fiow smoothly — all 
long sentences and cumbersome 
words eliminated." Dr. Johnson 
went on to describe the T.V. 
matbod. 

"Effective T.V. teaching requires 
a wholly different presentation. To 
make ujl for lack of spontaneity 
I use visual aids, which are co- 
ordinated and prepared by my stu- 
dent assistant. Jean Digican, who 
Is doing an outstanding Jol>. I work 
our a format with the director 
and the crew, based on lead-in 
sentences at key places which 
serve as signals for them to show 
a picture Illustrating what I'm 
saying. This helps to keep the' 
students Interested. 

“Also, I've developed a tech- 
nique of trying to anticipate ques- 
tions the I 'T.V. audiehes would be 
likely to ask— and asking the ques- 
tions for them."

Slopes are near at hand for the 
be^ner in the Washington area 
but if you really want to do some 
skiing on an advanced scale it 
will have to be north of Pennsyl- 
vania and in the New England 
area. 

Best in the Washington area is 
S^del run in nearby Frederick, 
Md. This is only 40 miles away 
from Washington In the north- 
west direction.

Thirty miles further you can 
take in Skyline and by adding an- 
other 10 miles you can hit 
Shawnee Land both adequate in 
snow and facilities for the begin- 
ning Or relatively inexperienced 
skier.
